In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S. C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Attorney kindly discussed with examiner the invention of 
the application "Apparatus and Methods for transportable medical fluid administration". Applicant's attorney 
professionally discussed and elaborated on the overall nature of the invention and enumerated on the fact that that the 
system provides a discrete and portable way to administer (or collect) fluid from a patient and then convert the system 
to a more stationary configuration. Also applicant's attorney pointed out the features of the applicant's bag, telescopic 
stand, and cord reel and how they differed from the prior art of record, specifically that the reel mechanism is one for 
fluid exchange and the applicant does not feel that the prior art of record discloses a reel for a fluid tube. Examiner 
appeciated Applicant attorney's description and explaination of how the applicant's invention differed from the prior art 
of record but examiner is of the position that during examination, claim limitations are to be given their broadest 
reasonable reading. In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989); In re Prater, 415 F.2d 
1393, 1404-1405, 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969). Examiner is of the position that given this broad 
interpretation, the prior art is fully capable of satisfying all structural, functional, operational and spatial limitaitons of the 
claims. Applicant's attorney graciously proposed claim language to better distinguish what they consider is noveLof the 
prior art of record (combination and improvements of the bag, stand, pump and reel together in an ambulatory fluid 
exchange type system). Examiner explained to attorney what he feels would be obvious variations on Gawlik (Types of 
IV tubing, pumps and reels) and what he feels are less obvious variations (bag structure disclosed in gawlik). 
Applicant's attorney notified examiner that they would likely be amending the claims, in a similar manner as what was 
proposed and discussed in the instant interview. Examiner informed attorney that the amended claims would require 
further search as to they do broaden the scope of the claims and search. 
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
